THE number of staff based 
at Russells Hall Hospital 
who offer help to elderly 
patients at mealtimes is 
being more than doubled, 
bosses say. 

An extra four nutritional 
support workers will be tak¬ 
en on at the Dudley hospital, 
taking the total to seven. 

They will be employed on 
ward A2, which cares for 
general and stroke rehabili¬ 
tation patients. 

It is part of a set of priori¬ 
ties that health chiefs have 
drawn up for the coming 
year to improve the care of 
patients. 

They say patients on ward 
A2 often have complex 
needs and more staff are 
needed to help them choose 
food and get ready for meal¬ 
times. 

The workers will also help 
the patients get into a com¬ 
fortable position for eating, 
and will even help feed them 
where necessary. 

“Protected mealtimes” 
have also been introduced so 
there are no interruptions 
for non-urgent treatments, 
to make the atmosphere on 
the wards more relaxed. 

Paula Clark, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
said: “The trust has incr¬ 
eased the number of nutri¬ 
tional support workers from 
three to seven to help and 
support elderly patients.”

MARKET TRADERS' 

FIGHT TO SURVIVE

STRUGGLING traders on Dudley Market say they are bat¬ 
tling to stay in business with takings down by more than 
a third for some. Lengthy road closures in the town cen¬ 
tre have deterred shoppers from visiting, stallholders say. 

They also blame this year’s wet weather and the effects of the recession for reduc¬ 
ing footfall. It comes as talks continue with council chiefs on plans to give the market 
place in High Street a £6 million makeover in a bid to attract more shoppers. Under 

plans new stalls and canopies would be 
built. Among those finding it hard to 
make ends meet on the market is Keith 
Jeffries. 

He has run a pet food stall for nine 
years and says his takings are down by 
more than 30 per cent. 

“Everyone is finding it very hard at the 
moment, we are all struggling. There 
aren’t the same numbers coming into the 
town as there used to be,” said the 59- 
year-old. 

Deb Brownlee, who runs a stall on a 
Saturday with fellow volunteers in aid of 
St John’s Church Preservation Group, 
said members had noticed a steep drop in 
profits. 

“We have been on Dudley market 
every Saturday since August 2009, and 
historically this has been our best 
fundraiser, with takings as high as £250 
in one day. 

Deterioration 

“Over the last 12 to 18 months how¬ 
ever, the deterioration has been marked, 
with takings now down to around £130 
per week.” 

She said a programme of roadworks 
that has been ongoing in the town centre 
for the past 15 months had deterred peo¬ 
ple from visiting. 

Chairman of Dudley Market Traders 
Association Len Lenihan said: “The foot¬ 
fall in the town has fallen considerably 
and takings are down across the mar¬ 
ket.” 

He added: “ I think a lot of people are 
still feeling the pinch because of the hard 
economic times we are in. 

“The weather this summer was 
appalling and means people just go else¬ 
where, where they can be indoors. 

“I think the roadworks and the lack of 
free parking in the town have just added 
to this.”

Fly-tipping in 
big drop claim 

FLY-TIPPING incidents have tumbled by 
around 27 per cent during the past five 
years, new figures claim. Council officers 
have been working with police and commu¬ 
nity groups in the borough to crack down on 
illegally dumping. 

During the 2011/12 financial year there 
were 745 cases of fly-tipping logged, down 
from 1,024 in 2007/08. The council said it 
relied on residents to act as “the eyes and 
ears” of the borough and report possible 
dumping hotspots. 

Among the areas that have been targeted 
this year is land off Gibbons Lane in Pen- 
snett. 

Barriers were installed in April in a bid to 
prevent people from driving vehicles on to 
the site to dump waste.

services 

METAL thieves who struck 
close to Dudley Port Rail Sta¬ 
tion, Tipton disrupted dozens 
of trains across the region. 

The crooks stole two 500ft 
lengths of cable containing 
copper on October 19 - forc¬ 
ing 100 hours of delays. A 
total of 13 trains were can¬ 
celled and 87 disrupted. 

Many trains destined for 
Tipton were diverted via 
Bescot while other services 
terminated at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

Wolverhampton resident 
Sally Pritchard, who was on 
the 12.44pm Virgin train to 
London Euston, was among 
those affected. 

“My journey from Wolver¬ 
hampton to Birmingham 
New Street normally takes 15 
minutes but this time it took 
at least 45,” she said. 

“We were advised they had 
lost signalling in the Dudley 
Port area due to some cable 
thefts. 

“It was very frustrating. 
When I got to Birmingham 
New Street there were big 
queues at the information 
desk. 

“Lots of people were uncer¬ 
tain about how they were 
going to get home.” 

The theft was discovered 
on the track a quarter of a 
mile from Dudley Port on the 
Birmingham side of the sta¬ 
tion at 11.20pm on the Friday 
night. British Transport 
Police are now investigating 
the damage, believed to be 
deliberate.

Order is put 
on rubbish 
firm over 
waste limit 

A LEGAL order has been 
placed on a Dudley waste 
management firm in a bid to 
stop a pile of rubbish from 
getting any bigger. 

Refuse Derived Fuel 
(RDF) Ltd, Brierley Hill is 
locked in a battle with the 
Environment Agency over 
the 40ft mound of waste on 
its land. 

At a High Court hearing in 
Birmingham last week, 
Judge Victor Hall agreed an 
interim injunction, which 
means the equivalent weight 
of any rubbish added to pile 
will also have to come off. 

The Environment Agency 
had called for the implemen¬ 
tation of a stricter injunction 
- ordering the firm to cut the 
size of the pile and banning it 
from adding any more rub¬ 
bish at all. 

But a decision on this was 
delayed after the defence said 
it had not had enough time to 
look at the evidence. 

Mr Nick Cole, represent¬ 
ing the Environment Agency, 
argued bosses of RDF had 
repeatedly ignored calls to 
get the waste to an accept¬ 
able level. 

Dan White, defending, said 
the recent poor weather had 
stopped the firm adhering to 
waste reduction targets. An 
injunction hearing is due on 
December 10 and 11.

to adapt in the face of pro¬ 
longed, challenging and 
uncertain economic times. 

“This has impacted signif¬ 
icantly on the level of visitor 
attendance and income seen 
at the museum this year, as 
well as resulting in the with¬ 
drawal of local authority 
funding. We are very mind¬ 
ful of the impact of the pro¬ 
posed changes on the lives of 
our staff. 

“Consultations with them 
are ongoing and so far, after 
a period of six weeks, have 
involved 250 individual and 
group consultation meet¬ 
ings.”

A final farewell to Dunkirk veteran Tommy 



Joseph Thomas Phillips, 
better known as Tommy 


ONE of the Black Country’s last surviving 
veterans of the epic wartime evacuation of 
Dunkirk - Private Tommy Phillips - has 
died aged 93. 

Joseph Thomas Phillips, known as 
Tommy, who saw out service from the 
beginning to the end of the Second World 
War, died from a heart attack as he went 
to bed at his home on Dudley’s Russells 
Hall estate. 

His funeral will be held on October 26 at 
11.30am at St Barnabas Church, Russells 
Hall, followed by cremation at Gornal 
Wood and donations will go to the Royal 
British Legion. Mr Phillips joined the Ter¬ 


ritorials with fellow footballing “mates” 
from Dudley in March 1939 because his 
mother thought it a good idea to 
“toughen” him up - and at least one of 
them didn’t make it back from Dunkirk. 

They signed up at the Army Recruit¬ 
ment Centre in Trindle Road, Dudley, for 
the 7th Battalion the Worcestershire Reg¬ 
iment B Company, later the 9th Worces- 

Mr Phillips in 2010 told his Dunkirk 
story to the press for a special supplement 
commemorating the 70th anniversary of 
the evacuation of 300,000 British troops 
as the Germans marched into France. 


He said: “We ‘dug in’ a gun pit with a 
French anti-tank gun, under the 
command of Captain Bradford, Dorset 
Regiment. 

“After action we were ordered to pull 
back and later ordered to remove the 
breech block, to destroy the gun and bury 
it. 

“On withdrawal, I passed by my school 
mate who I had joined up with, Les Taylor. 

“‘Hello Les’ I shouted, ‘see you later’. 
But of course I never did, as Les never 
made it back.” He said he escaped on the 
last destroyer that came in and it was dive 
bombed by Stukas.

Prolific burglar sent to 
prison after 49 crimes 



1A PROLIFIC and persistent 
burglar with 49 convictions to his 
name has been jailed for five 
| years. 

David Barnett stole bank cards, valuable 
I documents, a handbag and a wallet during 
“ a night-time raid earlier this year. The 33- 
David Barnett year-old, of Osprey Drive, Russells Hall, 
Dudley, shouted “kangaroo 
court” as he was led away. 

The court heard he had 
entered a property on Ful- 
brook Road, also in Russells 
Hall, early on April 19. 

Barnett also stole a 
memory stick which had 
work relating to a masters 
degree on it during the raid, 
as well as a mobile phone, 
clubcards, vouchers and a 
driving licence, the court 
was told. 

The occupants discovered 
the items were missing the 
following morning. Most of 
them were recovered, 
including the memory stick. 

Barnett pleaded not guilty 
to burglary. 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, Judge Martin Walsh 
told Barnett his history of 
burglaries was “appalling”. 

“You are a prolific burglar 
and you are simply not enti¬ 
tled to any credit”, he added. 

His previous sentences 
include one of three years in 
2004 for burglary. 

In November 2006 he was 
given one year and four 
months for taking a vehicle 
without consent and bur¬ 
glary. 

Three years later Barnett 
was sentenced to four years 
and six months for burglary 
and escaping from lawful 
custody, while in April of this 
year he received a £70 fine 
for possession of Class A 
drugs. 

He was released on licence 
in October 2011. 

Defending Barnett, Jasvir 
Mann asked the judge to be 
merciful in his verdict. 

“Since being released he 
has set about living a normal 
life,” he added. 


Shopowners 
concerned 
as crossing 
is approved 

PLANS for a controversial 
zebra crossing along a busy 
Dudley road have received 
the go-ahead despite traders 
saying the measure will 
cause more problems than it 
solves. 

Shop owners have 
opposed plans for the cross¬ 
ing near to the junction of 
Park Road and Chad Road, 
Woodsetton, saying it is too 
close to a busy corner. 

They fear it will lead to the 
oss of parking near to their 
shops which could impact on 
trade. But the crossing 
scheme has now been signed 
off and is scheduled to be 
installed by December. 

Councillor Keiran Casey 
said the crossing was badly 
needed as elderly residents 
had complained it was diffi¬ 
cult to get across the car¬ 
riageway at busy times. 

He said while the concerns 
of traders had been taken 
into account, there was only 
a limited area where the 
crossing could go. 

Traders said they were 
disappointed with the deci¬ 
sion which they believed 
would increase the risk of 
accidents along the road. 

Councillor Casey said: 
“Council officers have 
carried an extensive study.”

I RAIDERS broke into the home of a grandmother while 
she was recovering from an operation and stole a pre- 
I | cious gold chain - the last gift given to her by her late 
husband. 

Devastated widow Lillian Horton has made an emotional plea for the 
gold chain and a locket containing a photograph of the couple. The sen- 
Lillian Horton timental jewellery was taken from Mrs Horton’s Coseley home while she 

was in hospital being treated after a fall. 

The 71-year-old was married to Ray for 
43 years before he died of heart failure in 
2005. 

She said: “The gold chain was the last 
present Ray gave to me before he died and 
holds such sentimental value. It breaks my 
heart to think that someone burgled my 
house to steal it. 

“My children know how special the 
chain is to me. 

“After Ray died they bought me a locket 
which contained a picture of Ray and me. 
They even had it engraved with the words 
‘forever in my heart’. 

“I have worn that locket and chain every 
day since and the only reason I had taken 
it off was because I had fallen and broken 
an arm and had to go into hospital for 
treatment.” 

Character 

The mother of three and grandmother of 
eight said her husband was a “much-loved, 
larger than life character” and she said 
everyone knew him in the area. 

She added: “Ray always used sit on the 
wall outside our house with his dog and 
four cans of beer, after a hard day working 
as a painter and decorator. Everyone knew 
him as the man with the dog. 

“All I want is for the jewellery to be 
returned as it means so much to me.” 

Along with the necklace thieves stole a 
gold ring inset with a sapphire, sur¬ 
rounded by diamonds. They also took bank 
books and cash.Police believe the burglary 
happened sometime between about 9am 
and 1pm on October 16. 


Bosses raise 
objection to 
precinct plan 

BOSSES at a Dudley shopping precinct 
claim Dudley is not an appropriate location 
for two multi-million pound retail and 
leisure developments. 

Steve Carlin, director for London & Cam¬ 
bridge Properties, which owns the Churchill 
Shopping Centre in the town, has written to 
Dudley Council objecting to plans for the 
projects. 

Commercial Estates Group wants to build 
a £20million development including a super¬ 
market and petrol station. 

It wants to demolish Falcon House in the 
Minories to make way for the scheme. 

Meanwhile developer Avenbury wants to 
build a supermarket, a restaurant and other 
leisure facilities on the largely derelict 
Porters Field site, which includes old office 
block Cavendish House in Trindle Road. 

Speaking against the Porters Field devel¬ 
opment, he said: “Whilst LCP supports the 
redevelopment of this derelict and unsightly 
part of Dudley town centre and welcomes the 
development of a foodstore, it considers this 
is not an appropriate location for a non-food 
retail scheme. 

“Such uses should be focused on the exist¬ 
ing town centre and other appropriate town 
centre sites.” LCP have said its preferred 
scheme is a completely separate application 
by Cavendish Quarters Properties to trans¬ 
form the Cavendish House site with a single 
supermarket. 

Dudley Council is due to make a decision 
on the planning applications.

POLICE have been granted extra 
powers to disperse gangs of 
youths causing trouble around a 
Dudley village. 

Officers will be able to move groups of two 
or more people suspected of anti-social 
behaviour in and around Gornal village. 

Two dispersal orders have been granted to 
cover Lake Street, Five Ways, Lower Gornal, 
Gornal village and nearby streets, including 
the recreation ground. 

Gornal Neighbourhood Policing Team 
applied for the orders which were supported 
by Dudley Council. 

The order has been put in place following 
complaints received from residents about 
continuing problems in and around the 
village, including criminal damage. 

They will run for the next six months. 

The orders also give police the power to 
return anyone under 16 to their home 
address between 9pm and 6am. 

Police said the orders would help them to 
address residents’ concerns over crime and 
anti-social behaviour in the area. 

People who consistently break the order 
could face prosecution. 

Sgt Rob Simpson, responsible for policing 
in Gornal, said the orders would help to 
tackle anti-social behaviour issues in the 
area. 

“We are pleased to have secured these dis¬ 
persal orders and hope to reduce the issues 
of crime and anti-social behaviour across the 
area.

£200,000 fuel duty fraud 


A BUSINESSMAN dodged up to 
£242,000 in fuel duty by illegally 
selling kerosene as road fuel to 
cash-strapped Dudley motorists, 
a court heard. 

Gavyn Roger Jewkes, aged 34, admitted 
making 20p a litre on deals between May 
2008 and July 2011. About 400,000 litres of 
the heating oil kerosene was sold. 

Unsuspecting customers bought the oil 
from a diesel pump at the Central Trading 
Estate in Shaw Road, Dudley. 

The racket had been started by his late 
father but queues formed outside the “unof¬ 
ficial fuel depot” as news of the scam spread, 
a judge heard. The business had never had a 
licence to sell kerosene which, unlike diesel, 
does not have duty on it and can damage 
vehicle engines. 

Jewkes was selling the fuel at around £1 a 
litre while legitimate diesel was on sale at up 
to £1.37 during the period of the scam. 

Prosecutor Mr Stuart Clarkson told 
Shrewsbury Crown Court: “Word got out 
that it was on sale and a number of vehicles 
were stopped having refilled at that estate. 
They were found to have fuel in their tanks 
for which duty had not been paid.” 

Jewkes accepted responsibility for some 
but not all of the evasion. Jewkes, of Claydon 
Road, Dudley admitted knowingly being 
involved in fraudulently evading duty, and 
was given a 12 month jail term suspended 
for two years and 240 hours’ unpaid work. 

The judge directed a not guilty verdict on 
Jewkes’s partner Emma Jones, 33, and also 
from Claydon Road, who had denied the 
charge.

Art deco features of the building would 
remain but new glass-fronted, entrance 
doors would be installed. 

The Dudley Hippodrome name would also 
be reintroduced, prominently featured at 
the top of the Castle Hill theatre. It has been 
designed to showcase the building, which 
campaigners believe could host touring West 
End shows before an audience of 1,700. 

The Friends of the Hippodrome are final¬ 
ising a costed business plan for the future. 

They are fighting to persuade Dudley 
Council to rethink its decision to flatten the 
building to make way for a temporary 120- 
space car park. 

Friends of Dudley Hippodrome chairman 
Geoff Fitzpatrick says the design gives a 
glimpse of how the theatre could be mod¬ 
ernised while retaining its traditional fea¬ 
tures. “It is a good representation of what 
we want to do to bring the theatre back to 
life,” he said. 

“Of course the final designs and business 
plans are still being worked on and nothing 
has been confirmed yet but I do like this 
design.” A draft business plan will be going 
before Dudley Council officials within days 
ahead of another meeting to discuss their 
views on the campaigners’ proposals. 

More than 10,000 people have now signed 
a petition calling for the landmark building 
to be retained. 

Recently, around 60 people attended a 
public meeting at Dudley’s Station Hotel to 
hear an update on the campaign.

1,000 draw battle lines 
in row over quarry site 


MORE than 1,000 names have 
been gathered on a petition as 
residents prepare to descend on 
a council meeting to fight plans 
for a recycling facility at a Dudley 
quarry. 

The proposals for Ketley Quarry in 
Kingswinford are expected to go before 
planning chiefs in the coming weeks - 
heralding the next stage of a long-running 
dispute with residents. 

Along with the petition, residents have 
written more than 350 letters of objection. 
And are considering staging a protest 
outside the planning meeting when the 
application is to be considered. 

Bosses at tilemakers Hinton Perry and 
Davenhill insist they have always addressed 
complaints from residents and have co-oper¬ 
ated with council officials. 

Neighbours of the site have already called 
for council chiefs to measure the impact the 
site is having on the area. Operator WCL 
was recently given permission for vehicles to 
arrive at 7.30am instead of 8am. 

But residents say trucks waiting to enter 
the site are causing tailbacks. It comes after 
bosses at the firm were warned by council 
chiefs earlier this month when lorries were 
caught entering the site before 7.30am. 

Ward councillor Patrick Harley said: “The 
road outside the site just can’t cope with any 
more traffic.” 

Alex Patrick-Smith, managing director of 
Hinton Perry and Davenhill, said Councillor 
Harley and local residents were trying to 
“get in the way of the growth of business”.

CELEBRATING its 106th anniver¬ 
sary this year, Kidderminster 
Camera Club is one of the area’s 
oldest and best-known groups.

New academy preparing 
for its first graduates 


BOYS and girls at a new football 
academy could be the first in the 
West Midlands to graduate with 
foundation degrees - as well as 
the chance to be snapped up as 
professionals. 

Kidderminster Harriers Football

Book's thread weaves through 
the history of carpet industry 


LONG-lost factories which domi¬ 
nated Kidderminster at the height of 
its carpet-making industry are cele¬ 
brated in a new book written to tie-in 
with the opening of the town’s new 
museum. 

Former carpet worker-turned historian 
Melvyn Thompson has spent five years 
putting the volume together, in order to create 
a “virtual walk” around some of the town’s 
best-known sites. 

The book, called Mills and Tall Chimneys of 
Kidderminster 1850s to 2010, will go on 
general sale at Kidderminster Carpet Museum 
when the attraction opens on Saturday. 

It has been written to complement the 
exhibits at the museum and more than 300 
advance copies of the book have already been 
sold privately. Mr Thompson has been heavily

involved in setting up the museum, which is 
based at the former Stourvale Mill, Green 
Street. The history of the site is one of those 
detailed in the volume along with other facto¬ 
ries, some of which have now been lost. 

The mill, which is now owned by supermar¬ 
ket giant Morrisons and leased to the Carpet 
Museum Trust, was once owned by the Wood¬ 
ward Grosvenor firm. 

Volumes 

Among the lost factories featured in the 
volume includes the old Brintons factory, in 
Castle Road, which is now the site of a Tesco 
supermarket. 

The factory, once the historic firm’s main 
base of operations, once employed around 
2,000 workers from the town. 


Demolition of the large building started in 
2000 which included work to divert the River 
Stour to accommodate the new supermarket. 

All that remains of the site is the offices, in 
Exchange Street, which were built in 1876. 
The firm has only recently vacated this build¬ 
ing. 

Another well-known building was the 
former Carpet Trades (Gilt Edge) site where 
the Crossley Retail Park is now located. A 
modern frontage to the site was built in 1962 
and again the site employed around 2,000 
people. 

The new building only lasted just over 30 
years and was taken down in 1993. There is 
now no sign of the once impressive factory left 
in place. 

Another site lost to history is the T&A 
Naylor building, in Green Street, which is now 
the site of a large B&Q store.

Marking 
50 years 
of Ford 
Cortina 


Progress, someone clever once said, is 
taking two steps forward and one step back. 
Drive an old car and you’ll agree. 

Drive two old cars, back to back, and you’ll come away 
happily convinced that new is best, but we have to pay for 
progress in more ways than money. 

This year marks the 50th anniversary of the first Ford 
Cortina, a car that went on to sell in millions (more than 


2.8 million, to be precise), 
until production ceased in 
1982. 

For much of that time, 
and in five different ver¬ 
sions, the Cortina was the 
best selling car in Britain. It 
reigned for years as the best 
value family car you could 
buy, mixing interior space 
with a huge boot and 
enough style to make the 
neighbours jealous (unless 
they had a Cortina too). 

But half a century is a 
long time in motoring time. 
Can any car that old, or 
nearly that old, still have 
anything to charm the 
driver of today? 

To find out, Ford dug 
some oldies out of its 
museum and let me have a 
drive. No restrictions on 
route . . . just “here are the 
keys, see you for a cup of tea 
later.” 

Radiator 

First up was a 1974 
Cortina Mklll, glowing 
very 70s green and looking 
every inch a downscaled 
replica of something from 
the other side of the 
Atlantic, with rounded 
rump and radiator grille 
like something from the 
front of a posh radiogram 
(remember those?). 

It cost £1,162 new 
(today’s equivalent today, 
the Ford Mondeo, costs 
from £18,100) and this par¬ 
ticular car is a modest ‘L’ 
model with a less than 
thrilling 1.3 litre engine and 
top speed of 84mph. 

Not fast, then. But there 
are compensations; starting 
with ride comfort that 
today’s cars can only dream 
about, almost like the 
proverbial pillow, in fact. 
And lots of space inside, and 
windscreen pillars that 
don’t blank out approach¬ 
ing vehicles at tricky cross¬ 
roads. 

You wouldn’t want to 
corner fast in this Cortina, 
though; tackling bends 
owes something to sailing - 
start winding on steering 



lock long before the corner 
arrives and pay it out before 
you’re finished. 

Big windows make the 
interior feel nice and airy, 
even if the thin front pillars 
would offer nothing like the 
crashworthiness of today’s 
cars, with their extra metal 
placed where it will help in 
a rollover. 

The little engine worked 
hard, helped by a nicely 
notchy four-speed gearbox, 
but this is a car more com¬ 
fortable at 40mph than 
50mph. 

Not so the next Cortina to 
be tried; older but better. 
This 1968 Cortina Mkll 
cost £810 new and was a 
posh 1600 Super, boasting 
87mph flat out and enough 
charm to make its modern 
equivalent seem just a bit 
dull. 

Pillars 

Like the other Cortina, 
there was the sense of space 
from thin pillars but here 
was a car with enough per¬ 
formance not to disgrace 
itself in modern traffic. 

Yes, it all gets a bit busy at 
60mph but it feels as 
though it will cruise along 
all day, needing the occa¬ 
sional downchange on hills 
but generally serving as an 
agreeable family friend. 

Without power assis¬ 
tance, the steering feels 
locked solid at a standstill 
but eases off from walking 
pace. You have to wind your 
own windows (shocking!) 
and you’ll search in vain for 
air conditioning. 

None of which matters a 
jot. The world’s a lovely 
place at 55mph, sitting on a 
seat more lounge than hip- 
hugger. And the queue 
building up behind will be 
past at the next straight bit 
of road.
